» Amenities: Some stations have vending machines and bike racks, 
and some are bare to the bone. How does your station stack up? 

» Accessibility: Is the station easy to get to by foot or bike? Are there 
elevators for easy accessibility? If you have to go through an obstacle 
course to get to the train, submit your station.

You’re far from alone. RedEye tooled around some 
areas of the city with tangled boundaries and 
obscure neighborhood names and asked people 
whatthey think their neighborhood is called. 



stop 1: The Near West Side 
community area 

Jennifer Flight a University of Illinois at Chicago student who 
lives at Taylor Avenue and Oakley Boulevard, said she would 
consider her neighborhood “kind of an extension of Little Italy.” 

The neighborhood is actually called Tri-Taylor-coined by real 
estate agents— which denotes the triangular area bordered by 
Ogden and Western Avenues and the Eisenhower Expressway. 
Flight 21, knows this, but she said, “when I say Tri-Taylor,’ only 
people from around here know what that means.” 

Across the street postal carrier Danielle Brown, who has 
been delivering mail in the area for 18 years, noted that the 
neighborhood just west of Western Avenue-now called West 
Tri-Taylor-used to be referred to by the names of the public 
housing complexes there. 


stop 2: The Lincoln Square 
community area 

Jason Noble, 36, who lives on the 2000 block of Farragut Avenue, said he 
used to tell people he lived in Andersonville until someone pointed out that 
his condo development is called the Lincoln Square Condos, so now he says 
Lincoln Square. 

Noble’s home isn’t in Andersonville, whose western border is three blocks 
east on Ravenswood Avenue. He actually lives in Bowmanville, which, 
according to the Bowmanville Community Organization, is bordered by 
Ravenswood, Foster and Western Avenues and the Rosehill Cemetery. 

“I had no idea,” Noble said. “I’m not surprised.” 

A few blocks away at K’s Dugout, a bar on Foster and Winchester Avenues, 
bartender Karen Peterson pondered what neighborhood she was in. “Some 
people call it Andersonville, some people call it Ravenswood, some people 
say it’s Bowmanville,” she said. 

“This is Edgewaterl” cried a man down the bar. Nope, still Bowmanville. 


stop 3: The New City 
community area 

The City of Chicago may be the only entity that 
ever refers to this South Side community as 
New City. 

“This is Canaryville,” said Robert Ligue, 27, as 
he pushed a stroller past neat rows of houses. 
The jingle of an ice cream truck brought kids 
running outside. 

Ligue said confidently that the borders of 
Canaryville, which neighbors Back of the Yards, 
run from Pershing Road to 49th Street, and 
from Halsted Street to Parnell Avenue. 

How does he know? 

“I’ve lived here all my life, and that’s what I’ve 
been told,” Ligue said. 
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Marcos Cancio lives at the inter- 
section of North Ashland and West 
Grand Avenues— an area on the bor- 
der of several neighborhoods. 
The West Town Chamber of Com- 
merce calls it Eckhart Park.

REDEYE 

Chicago is a city defined by its neighborhoods, 
but when Marcos Cancio is asked where he lives, 
he doesn’t have an easy answer, 

“I normally tell people Fm in the middle of 
nowhere,” said Cancio, 30, an attorney who lives 
on the 1500 block ofWfest Grand Avenue, “Or 
I say Fm west of River West, east of Ukrainian 
Village and south of Wicker Park,” 

Officially, Cancio’s home, a new-construction 
condo he bought five years ago, is in West Town, 
one of the city’s 77 official community areas. But 
when it comes to neighborhoods— the micro- 
communities that people identify with most— 
Cancio lives in a gray area, caught between loose- 
ly defined boundaries in a spot that exemplifies 
just how messy Chicago’s patchwork of ’hoods 
can be. 

The city’s 77 community areas have legally 
defined borders dating to the 1920s, when 
University of Chicago researchers partnered 
with the city’s Department of Public Health to 
divvy up the city for census and statistical pur- 
poses, But the neighborhoods that make up and 
criss-cross those community areas are not des- 
ignated by the city in any official way, and their

borders aren’t fixed, 

“It is what I say it is, it is what you say it is, it 
is what the Realtor says it is,” said Benet Haller, 
director of urban design and planning for the 
city’s Department of Zoning and Planning, 

To make sense of the madness, mapmakers, 
chambers of commerce and community groups 
have drawn their own boundaries based on his- 
tory, tradition, character or convenience. But 
the borders can overlap (see Andersonville vs. 
Uptown), are open to interpretation (Where 
exactly does the South Loop end?) and some- 
times are cause for debate. 

Take the disputed border between Wicker 
Park and Bucktown, 

Haller considers the Bloomingdale viaduct 
to be the dividing line. But talk to mapmaker 
Christopher Devane, owner of NaperviUe-based 
Big Stick Inc,, and you get a different answer. 

In the third edition of Big Stick’s popu- 
lar Chicago neighborhood map, which came 
out in 2006, Devane moved the Wicker Park- 
Bucktown border from the Bloomingdale via- 
duct, where it had been in the second edition, 
to North Avenue after conducting an informal 
survey in the area and finding that the majority 
of people he spoke with believed North Avenue 
to be the dividing line. 

Such is the unscientific nature of defining 
Chicago’s neighborhoods, 

“We ask anybody who can do us any good: 
City Hall, meter readers, mailmen,” said Devane, 
whose second-edition boundaries were used to 
devise the neighborhood map now on the city’s 
official Web site, “If more people refer to it with 
that particular name, then they win,” 

Often, real estate agents are responsible for 
pushing the borders of trendy neighborhoods to 
attract buyers, or giving areas new names out- 
right, River North, for example, was the brain- 
child of a developer in the 1970 s, 

“One Realtor coins it, and it gains steam,” 
said Joseph Magdaleno, an agent at Dreamtown 
Realty “It’s pretty organic,” 

That’s how the city ends up with neighbor- 
hoods such as West Bucktown, a Realtor-driven 
designation to try and “get people to move west 


of Western Avenue by putting a familiar name on 
it,” said EUen Sieminski, president of the West 
Bucktown Neighborhood Association, which 
in its bylaws defines West Bucktown as the area 
bordered by Western, North, California and 
Armitage Avenues, 

Sieminski said the name doesn’t matter to her, 
but others take offense at Realtor attempts to 
blur the lines when, historically, it’s been wide- 
ly accepted that Bucktown is east of Western 
Avenue and Logan Square is to the west. 

The Near Northwest Neighborhood Network, 
a community organization that works in the area, 
doesn’t recognize West Bucktown as a neigh- 
borhood, executive director Eliud Medina said, 
because the name alienates longtime residents 
who don’t recognize it as such. 

But there are no rules, and the city doesn’t 
have to give a stamp of approval, so in theory 
any neighborhood can call itself what it wants 
and hope the name catches on. 

Which brings us back to Cancio of the 1500 
block of Grand Avenue, in neighborhood no- 
man’s land, 

“Somebody should just give it a name,” Cancio 
said. 

Actually, someone has. 

The West Town Chamber of Commerce des- 
ignates Cancio’s home to be in the neighborhood 
of Eckhart Park (named after a local park), which 
it defines as the area north of Grand Avenue, east 
of Ashland Avenue, south of Augusta Boulevard 
and west of the Chicago River, The Eckhart 
Park Community Council, chartered in 1996, 
gives slightly different boundaries, but it’s the 
same idea. 

Never heard of it? Neither had Cancio nor any 
of the dozen other people RedEye spoke to who 
live in the area. But Eckhart Park is on the map 
that the West Town Chamber of Commerce cre- 
ated for its “Go West” guide to West Town busi- 
nesses in 2002, When the chamber’s new banners 
designating the business district go up on Wfest 
Town lampposts this month, those in Cancio’s 
neighborhood will be labeled Eckhart Park, 

Tim Samuelson, cultural historian with the 
city’s Department of Cultural Affairs, said 
Chicago’s ill-defined neighborhood boundaries 
are not necessarily a bad thing, 

“I think it’s kind of a nice part of Chicago that 
each individual has their own opinion of exactly 
how far their neighborhood goes,” Samuelson 
said, “This was always a town of strong individu- 
als,” AELEJALDERUIZ@TRIBUNE,COM

Second boy also 
sentenced in shooting 
of teen on CTA bus

A teen who pleaded 
guilty to killing Blair 
Holt, a popular i6- 
year-old Julian High 
School student, and 
wounding four oth- 
ers on a CTA bus 
two years ago was 
sentenced Monday to 
lOO years in prison. 

Michael Pace, i8, last month decided to plead 
guilty just before jury selection was to begin for 
his trial. 

Prosecutors said Pace was in search of rival 
gang members when he opened fire on the bus 
filled with Julian students on their way home 
in May 2007. 

Blair had pushed a friend down in her seat to 
get her out of harm’s way moments before he 
was fatally shot in the abdomen. 

Another boy, Kevin Jones, 17, was sentenced 
to 10 years in prison after pleading guilty to giv- 
ing Pace the .40 -caliber handgun he used in the 
shooting. 


“He didn’t plan to do this. If Kevin Jones 
hadn’t given him the gun, I don’t think any of 
this would have happened,” said Pace’s attorney. 


Mary Danany at the hearing. 

Before the sentence was given, Blair Holt’s 
father, Ronald Holt, gave a victim impact state-

ment to the courtroom. He spoke as a pastor, 
and at certain points he cried. At one point, he 
even addressed Pace directly 

“Two misguided, misdirected, miscreants 
decided to make us {he and his wife] and Blair 
part of their madness and misery,” he said. “Tes, 
I’m referring to Kevin lones and you, Michael 
‘Rio’ Pace.” 

Although his attorney said “Michael certain-

Cost of protecting Obama

The Chicago Police Department has spent at least 
$2.2 million to secure President Obama’s Kenwood 
residence since he was elected in November, accord- 
ing to documents released Monday by the city 

The department will be reimbursed by the federal 
government for more than $1.5 million of those costs. 
But the expense of protec ting the president’s home since 
his January inauguration— nearly $650,000 through 
the end of April— isn’t currently scheduled to be paid 
back, according to the city’s response to a Freedom of 
Information Act request from the Tribune. 

The security expense comes at a time when the 
city’s general budget woes have meant that hiring 


in the Police Department has slowed and command 
staff officers are taking unpaid days off Mayoral 
spokeswoman Jacquelyn Heard said she believed the 
money would be repaid. 

“We’ve been assured that the federal government 
will fully reimburse us for all costs associated with pro- 
tecting President Obama in Chicago,” Heard said. 

Police Department spokesman Roderick Drew 
said the department spent the money to pay officers 
overtime to secure only the Obama residence, but he 
could not go into detail about how many officers were 
assigned to the house. 

When asked about additional costs at the Obama 
home since April, Drew said he could not comment.

Investigators say there is no connection among 
the shootings, and a lot of help is needed from 
the community in solving all of them. They are 
believed to be gang-related or over spots to sell 
narcotics. 

Cathy was recovering at Mt. Sinai Hospital, 
with a procedure planned for Tuesday morning 
to clean the wound and determine whether there 
is joint damage, her mother said.

LAS VEGAS Former NBAAll- Star Antoine 
Walker said nothing in a Las Vegas court 
Monday about criminal charges that he 
failed to repay $822,500 in casino gam- 
bling debts. 

The 6 -foot- 9 Walker also declined 
to comment outside the courtroom 
after appearing briefly with his lawyer, 
Jonathan Powell, on three felony counts 


of writing bad checks. Powell also 
declined to comment. 

Walker was not asked to enter a plea 
before Las Vegas Justice of the Peace 
Melanie Andress-Tobiasson set a Sept. 
16 evidentiary hearing date. 

Prosecutor Bernie Zadrowski told the 
judge the two sides might try to negoti- 
ate a settlement before that date. 


Each charge carries a possible one- to 
four-year prison term for the 32-year-old 
power forward, who lives in Chicago and 
became a basketball free agent after the 
Memphis Grizzlies bought out his con- 
tract in December. Andress-Tobiasson 
let Walker remain free on $135,000 cash 
bail posted Thursday following his arrest 
by Douglas County sheriff’s deputies at

The last NFL game Vick played was 
on Dec, 31, 2006, months before he was 
indicted on federal dogfighting conspiracy 
charges in July 2007, At 29 years old, Vick 
could play several more years in the league. 
That begins with a face-to-face meeting 
with GoodeU, who has said he wants to see 
remorse and evidence of change from the 
player he suspended indefinitely Goodell 
has repeatedly said he would meet with 
Vick only after he completed his prison 
sentence, but it’s unclear when that meet- 
ing will take place, 

“The review of his status is ongoing, 
but we are providing no other details at 
this time,” league spokesman Greg Aiello 
said Monday, 

Earlier Monday, two men in a car with 
a U,S, Probation Services folder on the 
dashboard arrived at Vick’s home and 
removed the electronic monitor he wore 
while on home confinement, Vick’s attor- 
ney Lawrence Woodward, came out a few 
minutes later and told The Associated 
Press that Vick had been released from 
federal custody as scheduled. 

Woodward then drove Vick to the fed- 
eral courthouse in Norfolk, where they 
met with probation officials and complet- 
ed paperwork.

on his property in rural southeastern

“It is this barbarism that sets the crime 
apart,” said Ed Sayres, president of the 
American Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Animals, “This was not a 
one-time transgression or crime of pas- 
sion— this was a multiyear pattern of 
behavior that demonstrates a startling 
lack of moral character and judgment,” 
Vick win remain on probation for three 
years.

Chicago’^ Dog House’s 
French Poodle 


By M. Kathleen Pratt 

If it's true that every dog has its day the hot 
dog must be seeing its day right now. From the 
bar at One Sixtyblue (wagyu dogs with fancy 
house-made condiments) to the Violet Hour 
(mini-wagyu dogs with seasonal toppings such 
as grilled peaches and spiced pecans) to Lock- 
wood Restaurant (a “Chicago-style” lobster 
dog), dressed-up dogs are showing up in the 
unlikeliest places. 

But Chicago always has had a thing for 
encased meats. Give us a poppyseed bun 
and some sport peppers, and we'll give you 
a dog unlike any other. And if you prefer 
gourmet sausages to good ol' Vienna Beef, 
then surely you've spent time in the 'round- 
the-block line at Hot Doug's, Which all begs the 
question: Is there room for more hot dogs in this 
town? To which we say, bring 'em on! 



Chicago’s Dog House 

816 W, Fullerton Ava 773-248-3647 
Young entrepreneurs Ryan D’Arcy and Aaron Wolfson 
opened this Lincoln Park dog spot to fill the void left 
when Demon Dogs exited the area-and because they 
had a hunch (ahem, Hot Doug’s) that gourmet dogs 
would play well in Chicago. The tiny shop, outfitted with 
just a couple of booths and a handful of counter seats, 
opened in early June and quickly won fans among the 
DePaul-area crowd with a menu of classic dogs ($2.90 
each), including a Chicago-style dog and a hand-dipped 
corn dog; specialty dogs ($3.50 each); and gourmet 
sausages ($6.50 each). 

Best-selling specialties include the T-Frank (fully loaded 
with bacon, cream cheese, avocado and roasted 
tomatillo salsa) and the French Poodle (a surprisingly 
effective combo of melted brie, creamy Dijon and crisp 
pear slices). And then there are the sausages, some on 
par with (dare we say it?) that place over on California 
Avenue. Ribeye links get a topper of sauteed sh rooms, 
aged Irish Cheddar, caramelized onions and horseradish 
sauce, while alligator is crowned with caramelized 
onions and sweet chili sauce. Keep an eye out for 
specials such as smoked crawfish sausage with garlicky 
bagna cauda, an Italian cream sauce inspired by one of 
D’Arcy’s grandmother’s recipes, and save room for an 
order of fries (small $1.50, large $2.25), spiral cut from a 
whole potato and prepared before your eyes. 


Felony Franks 

229 S. Western Ave. 312-243-0505 
The logo painted on the side of this Near West 
Side spot-a smiling frank dressed in prison 
stripes, shackled with a ball and chain-is your 
first clue that it isn’t your average hot dog 
stand. A disarming greeting from the cashier- 
‘Are you ready to plead your case?”-seals the 
deal. The 3-week-old carryout-focused spot 
is the brainchild of Jim Andrews, who also 
operates the Rescue Foundation, a nonprofit 
that assists ex-cons through employment. So 
while Felony Franks dishes out tasty dogs and 
fries, it’s also providing jobs and imparting 
entrepreneurial skills to ex-offenders. 

The provocative name and eye-catching 
logo are just a prelude to a menu rife with 
penal-system references. Order a Felony Frank 
($3.75) and you’ll get a garlicky, smoked jumbo 
Red Hot Chicago dog; say “Misdemeanor 
Weiner” ($2.35) and they’ll prep a regular 
dog for you. Dogs are served Chicago-style, 
while the Pardon Polish ($3.65) is topped with 
mustard, grilled onions and sport peppers. 
Beyond dogs, you’ll find quarter-pound 
burgers and accomplices (a.k.a. sides) such as 
Convicted Cheese Fries ($1.95) and Objection 
Onion Rings ($2.95). 


Leo’s Coney Island of Chicago 

3455 N. Southport Ave. No phone yet 
Chicago-style devotees, consider yourself 
warned: This Detroit import, a 35-plus-year-old 
Michigan cultfave, does dogs its own way. The 
Wrigleyville outpost of the Great Lake State 
institution won’t open its doors until at least 
October or November, but when it does, it should 
be the go-to Chicago destination for Coney-style 
dogs-that is, dogs smothered in all-meat chili 
(a.k.a. Coney sauce), yellow onions and mustard. 

Why tread on sacred Chicago-style ground? 
Partners Jeremy Stolberg and Lou Goldhaber 
came to know and love Leo’s through their wives, 
both Detroit natives, and have faith that other 
non-Michiganders will embrace the concept 
too. Stolberg also assures us this is “not just 
the proverbial hot dog stand.” The diner-style 
spot will serve the full complement of eats 
popularized at its many Michigan locations, 
including salads, gyros and other Greek entrees, 
chili fries, burgers and all-day breakfast. After 
the first location gets off the ground, Stolberg 
and Goldhaber intend to expand the brand 
throughout the city and suburbs.

Do you know where your pre-baby body went? 

With a little effort, it’s not far off, says fitness pro Tracy 
Anderson, whose A-list clients include Madonna and 
Gwyneth Paltrow 

Whether you’re a new mom or a veteran, the key is to set 
aside time for exercise and keep your practice consistent, 
Anderson says. The payoff? A fitter body, calmer mind and 
happier mom. 

“It’s so easy to think that taking that time is selfish, but 
really it’s giving you and your entire family the greatest gift 
you can give: your health and mental well-being,” Anderson 
said.

It took Paltrow “a long time” to build endurance, Anderson 
says, and now the actress has one of the most envied bodies 
in the business. 



TIP SHEET 

Tracy Anderson’s advice for a killer post-baby 
body: 

» Don’t think you need to lose weight before 
you start exercising. 

» Find a workout that fits your schedule. “It 
may be unrealistic for 
a new mom to drive 
to the gym and have a 
trainer,’’ Anderson says. 

“Start with 15 minutes 
a day and work up to 
doing something at 
home for 45 minutes 
a day.’’ 

» Have a practical idea 
in your mind of how you want your body to 
look and work toward that goal. 

» Find a workout that fits your budget and 
lifestyle. Anderson offers free and low-cost 
downloadable workouts on her Web site, 
tracyandersonconnect.com. 

» Move your body six days a week: “Three 
days a week is not OK,’’ Anderson says. 

» Be consistent. Stick with your program 
and you’ll see results, which inspires further 
progress.

Lolla show, other dates

The Beastie Boys' Adam “MCA” Yauch will 
have cancer surgery next week, the band 
announced Monday, forcing the hip-hop trio 
to cancel all their upcoming scheduled con- 
certs, including an Aug, 8 headlining appear- 
ance at Lollapalooza and an Aug, 6 concert at 
the Congress Theatre, 

Yauch, 43, was diagnosed last week as 
having a cancerous tumor in his left parotid 
(salivary) gland. The rapper is expected to 
recover and his vocal cords are not expected 


to be affected. But several weeks of treatment 
will be required after surgery 

“It’s a little bit of a setback but it’s 
something that’s very treatable,” Yauch said 
in a video posted Monday on the band’s Web 
site, beastleboys.com, “We’ll be back doing 
this soon,” 

Charlie Jones of C3 Presents, the Texas- 
based Lollapalooza promoter, said his 
office is working to find a headline-worthy 
replacement, “We are looking for a band 
suitable to play on that stage in that slot,” he 
said. 

He said his office has not received any 
requests for refunds and that “people buy 
Lollapalooza tickets for the overall event, the 
overaQ experience. With the number of bands 


playing, the {$80] price is worth it,” 

The Beastie Boys’ Web site lists seven 
upcoming concert or festival appearances 
for the Beastie Boys, In addition to 
Lollapalooza and the Congress Theatre, 
the dates include July 31 at the All Points 
West Festival in New Jersey, an Aug, 2 
festival in Montreal, an Aug, 30 festival in 
San Francisco, a Sept, 24 date in L,A, and an 
Oct, 3 appearance at the Austin City Limits 
Festival in Texas, 

Those dates will be canceled to allow Y^uch 
time to recover. In addition, the release of 
the band’s forthcoming album, “Hot Sauce 
Committee Part i,” originally scheduled for 
Sept, 15, also win be pushed back, according 
to the band’s publicist. 


WHAT HAPPENED? 

“About two months ago I started feeling a little 
lump in my throat,” Beastie Boy Adam “MCA” 
Yauch, seated next to fellow Beastie Boy Adam 
“Ad-Rock” Horovitz, said in his video message on 
the group’s site. “I started to think I should talk 
to my doctor ... and he sent me to a specialist, 
and they did tests, and I actually have a form of 
cancer. 

“The good news is that they did scans of 
my whole body and it’s only localized this one 
place, and it’s not in a place that affects my 
voice, so that’s nice,” he said with a laugh. “This 
is something that’s very treatable in most cases, 
they’re able to completely get rid of it and people 
don’t have continuing problems with it and it’s not 
anywhere else in my body.” ap
